Until  today,  I believed  1963  Stars  were  issued  as  replacements 
for  defective  notes  of  the  same  (1963)  series,  I969D  Star  Notes 
were  used  for  replacement  in  the  I969D  series,  etc. 

Today  a package  of  100  FRN  $1.00  I969D  - J22704901  to  J22705000 
had  a replacement  for  J2270499.  The  replacement  is  I969C 
J03198407*  (Front  plate  H523,  back  plate  1489  position  H4).  In- 
cidentally this  is  close  to  the  high  * number  0320000,  only 
480,000  1969c  stars  were  printed.  This  may  explain  the  slow  re- 
lease of  I969C*  or  I969D*  FRN  $1,00  notes. 

With  the  increased  efficiency  in  printing  fewer  stars  are  needed. 
Packs  of  100*  may  become  a relic  of  the  past.  The  fewer  replace- 
ment notes  may  be  so  scattered  in  packs  of  100  notes  that  the 
dealer,  let  alone  collector  may  have  difficulty  in  finding  one, 
let  alone  duplicates.  Radically  fewer  Star  notes  were  released  in 
the. I969C  series  as  compared  with  earlier  printings.  Let's  compare 
again  the  Kansas  City  #10  J District  as  an  example. 

1963  J-A  notes  printed  88,960,000.  J Stars  89,000.  1 Star  in  10. 

1969C  J-A  " ” 67, 200,001  J Stars  480,000  " " " 114 . 

J-A  packs  up  to  number  27,705*000.  Add  this  27,705*000  notes  to  the 
I969C  issue  and  the  ratio  is  one  star  note  to  177.  Because  all  the 
I969C  star  notes  have  not  yet  been  released,  one  appromination  is 
that  one  star  note  will  be  on  the  average  in  200  $1,00  FRN  notes. 

For  a dealer  to  obtain  5 notes  of  any  district  he  would  on  the 
average  have  to  obtain  one  thousand  uncirculated  notes.  He  might 
supply  specialized  collectors  with  special  numbers  (for  his  profit) 
but  on  the  average  obtain  only  five  (5)  notes.  For  a dealer  to 
obtain5  star  notes  of  each  district,  on  the  average  he  would  outlay 
$12 5 000. 00.  To  obtain  5 star  notes  of  each  district  in  both  I969C 
ana  I969D  he  would  on  the  average  outlay  $24,000,00.  The  individual 
collector  may  have  contacts  to  obtain  200  uncirculated  notes  from 
each  district.  (?)  But,  if  you  sent  me  $200,00  and  postage  plus 
insurance  to  get  you  200  uncirculated  I969D  or  1969  C,  which  we re 
still  offered  to  me  on  March  15th, , and  I found  some  stars  in  the 
200  notes  either  I969C  or  69D  stars,  I might  be  tempted  to  go  back 
to  the  bank  for  another  200  notes  and  keep  the  stars  for  myself. 

Try  me.  (Send  me  $400.00  and  I'll  split).  This  is  my  second  I969C 
J Star  note.  Although  I am  in  J.  District,  the  first  came  on  an 
exchange  with  a fellow  PMCM. 

I969D  - J Stars  are  also  available,  but  I received  one  in  an  ex- 
change from  Mark  John  Wo j ton.  Possibly  I am  cutting  my  own  throat 
in  writing  this.  I am  a collector,  not  a dealer.  Retired  and  still 
need  six  I969C  Star  notes  and  ten  I969D  Star  notes.  But  as  a ~ 
collector  of  coins  .and  other  currency  since  1953*  I have  I believe 
many  fellow  collectors  as  friends  over  the  years  and  so,  so  many 
have  helped  me.

today,  I learned  that  the  proper  corrections  to  the  last 
list  are  as  follows?

(1  748  000)  H01920001*  thru  HO256OOOO*  (640,000), 

J02720001*  thru  J03840000*  (1  I.29  000)..  No  further  cor- 
rections were  indicated.  I should  have  a copy  of  the  of- 
ficial lists  in  a couple  of  days. 

As  for  the  notes,  which  are  being  issued  in  this  area,  they 
are  now  back  into  the  intaglio  printing  E35&66653B  and  a few 
stars  are  appearing.

Now  that  Maryland  has  a new  lottery,  how  many  have  been 
collecting  lottery  tickets  for  all  of  the  states  where  they 
are  legal?  Any  new  collectors  in  this  field?

Long  time  collectors  of  National  Bank  Notes,  particularly  those 
who  specialize  in  the  notes  of  one  particular  state,  gradually  learn 
the  value  of  notes  of  any  one  bank.  References  are  available  on  the 
comparative  value  of  notes  in  each  state  or  territory.  "The  Stan- 
dard and  book  of  Modern  U.S,  Paper  Money"  gives  information  on  the 
type  face  varieties  and  reports  different  vales  for  National  Bank 
notes  issued  by  banks  in  large  towns  and  those  issued  by  banks  in 
small  towns.  But  a bank  in  a large  town  may  have  few  notes  out- 
standing. A bank  in  a small  town  may  have  many  notes  outstanding. 

I am  not  a collector  on  a large  scale  of  National  Bank  Notes.  When 
I acquire  one  it  has  been  my  custom  to  write  the  president  of  the 
bank  asking  if  the  bank,  the  president  or  any  of  his  staff  is  in- 
terested in  acquiring  the  note.  (If  I was  on  the  bank  staff  I would 
be  interested  in  getting  such  a note).  Recently  I acquired  a National 
Currency  Brown  Seal  1929$  $20.00  note  of  the  Simmons  National  Bank  of 
Pine  Bluff,  Arkansas.  Mote  # A001110A.  My  letter  to  the  bank  presi- 
dent received  a reply  "of  no  interest".  What  value  did  the  note 
have?  I then  wrote  to  the  Treasury  Department,  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing  in  Washington,  asking  just  how  many  notes  of  the  Simmons 
National' Bank  remained  outstanding. 

Michael  L.  Plant,  Superintendent  of  Management  Services  Division  of 
the  Bureau  of  Engraving  was  kind  enough  to  reply  as  follows* 

"The  administrative  control  over  issuance  of  National  Bank  notes  was 
the  responsibility  of  the  Office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency. 

A check  made  with  that  office  reveals  that  recors  are  no  longer  avail- 
able pertaining  to  the  number  of  notes  issued  by  a particular  National 
Bank  and  that  the  figures  of  National  Bank  o urrency  still  outstanding 
are  maintained  only  in  total  denominational  amounts.  It  was  suggested 
that  a probable  source  for  the  information  you  desire  relating  to 
the  notes  of  the  Simmons  National  Bank  of  Pine  Bluff,  Arkansas,  would 
be  the  Bank  itself  or  its  successor  organization, 1 

'Data  concerning  the  quantity  of  notes  delivered  by  the  Bureau  to  the 
Simmons  Bank  for  the  period  of  1925  until  the  discontinuance  of 
National  Currency  in  1935  can  be  gleaned  from  our  records  of  daily 
deliveries.  Such  a project  would  be  quite  detailed  and  we  do  not 
have  the  staff  to  perform  such  a service.  However,  we  will  be  glad 
to  make  the  records  available  to  anyone  who  might  wish  to  conduct  a 
personal  search  here  in  the  Bureau" 

From  Mr.  Plant's  recommendations,  I can  understand  why  Friedberg  can 
state  "only. one  $1,000,00  note  of  a certain  series  has  not  been  re- 
deemed. It  would  be  comparatively  simple  to  check  the  $1,000.00  notes. 

But  to  check  any  particular  bank's  notes  over  the  period  1925  to 
1935  would  take  considerable  time  and  not  all  collectors  are  close  to 
Washington.  So,  my  next  attemp  at  ascertaining  the  number  of  $20.00 
notes  outstanding  of  the  Simmons  Bank  is  to  go  back  to  the  President 
of  the  Bank.  I am  writing  him  today.
